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Railroad 


clean-up 
promised 


Debris left as old tracks and rails are 


‘torn up from the Boyne Valley 


Railroad will be cleaned up by the 
company, a spokesman said Tuesday. 
Goncern over the condition of torn 
up ‘land has been voiced by city 
commission members, most recently 
at their Tuesday, September 7, 
meeting. 

“It will be cleaned up. No question 
about it,’’ said Art Rouse of the 
railroad board of directors when 
contacted by The Press. 

Clean-up is the company’s 
responsibility, not the contractor's, he 
said. The board of the defunct railroad 
contracted with Farrell Tie and Rail 
to remove tracks and ties from the 
7.2-mile stretch between Boyne City 
and Boyne Falls. 

Rouse ‘did not make any com- 
mitment about restoring places where 
track lies embedded in city streets. 

City manager Tim Clifton says the 
removal work is making crossings 
rough as tracks loosen up from no 
longer being attached at either end as 
the rest of the track has been 
removed, 

Rouse said he was not aware of 
another of the city’s complaints — 
that tracks and'ties were being stored 
on city property by the sewage 
lagoons. 

Clifton complained that the storage 
was without city permission. Rouse 
said he believed Farrell must have 
done it and was planning, no doubt, to 
remove it soon. 

“The railroad company wouldn’t 
have anything to do with it,” he 
explained. 

Clifton was also concerned the 
railroad company might be trying to 
sell the land the railroad was on. 

The land is not the railroad’s to sell, 
Clifton said. 

“Our attorney’s opinion is that all 
the property was easement,’ he said. 

Asked about land sales, Rouse said 
the only right-of-way sold was to 
Dennis Caughey in June. Caughey, a 
railroad director, died a few days later 
in a tractor accident. 

Rouse said the land which went from 
Lake Street to Front Street was tied 
up in Caughey’s estate. ‘‘I don’t know 
what will happen to that,’ he said. 

Was it Caughey’s idea to buy the 
land? ‘‘He put the money up, so I 
suppose it was,” Rouse said. 


Jobless rate 
down to 154% 


Charlevoix County’s unemployment 
rate dropped by more than three 
percentage points from June to July. 

The rate, down to 15.4 percent, stood 
just over a half-point higher than the 
statewide 14.7 percent level in July. 

July was the first month in more 
than a year when the county and state 
rates were anywhere close. 
Charlevoix'’s jobless rate has been in 
the high teens and low 20’s all year 
and reached 24.7 percent in January, 
while the state rate has been inching 
up in recent months. 

The number of people working in 
Charlevoix County rose by 425 in the 
month’s time, while the number of 
unemployed dropped by 275. The 
total workforce was up by 1650, 
Michigan Employment Security

Excavation work on Water Street in 
Boyne City began Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 7, as scheduled.

70 county 
in cancer 


Seventy Charlevoix County families 
will be part of a six-year nation-wide 
cancer study. 

The families are taking part in 
Cancer Prevention Study II* a follow- 
up to a 1959 to 1972 study which the 
American Cancer Society says 
provided the link between smoking 
and cancer. 

More than 1 million Americans — 
most over the age of 45 — are filling 
out, questionnaires this month as the 
first step in the study. 

In two, four and six years, said Chris 
Anderson of Charlevoix, researchers - 
will be checking to see if the people in 
the survey are still alive, if they have 
gotten cancer and, if so, what they 
may have in common. 

Anderson is the county coordinator 
for the survey. She and six resear- 
chers are finding families to fill out 
the questionnaires. The entire county 
will be covered, Anderson said, as two 
of the researchers are from 
Charlevoix, three are from Boyne City 
and two are from East Jordan. 

The researchers’ goal, she said, is not 
to reach a cross-section of county 
population, but to find people over 45 
who will probably still be county 
residents six years from now. 

Questions will concern such things 
as general lifestyle, diet, medication, 
work environment and other factors, 
Anderson said. 

The study will try to help determine 
the effects of environmental elements 
on residents — thus the need for 
people who have been here and plan to 
remain. ° 

The researchers are calling on people 
they know and asking them to take 
part in the study, Anderson said. 

While families must have at least 
one person over 45, others within the 
family who are over 30 may fill out 
questionnaires, she said. 

The earlier study, according to the 
ACS* established the link between 
cigarette smoking and lung cancer, 
heart disease, other circulatory 
diseases and emphysema. 

“Cancer Prevention Study II will 
have a broader scope than the first 
one,” said Lawrence Garfinkel, ACS

It will also attempt to determine 
why certain racial, religious, 
geographic and genetic groups seem 
to have higher cancer risks. 

The questionnaires will be filled out 
in private and will be sent in sealed 
envelopes to the ACS office in New 
York where the information will be 
put in a computer. 

Garfinkel said some preliminary 
information would be available in a 
year and a half, but more useful in- 
formation would not be forthcoming 
for four or more years. 

Local researchers began distributing 
the questionnaires last week, and 
Anderson will send the responses to 
the cancer society by September 30. 


Area Medicare 
rating upgraded 


Senior citizens in Charlevoix County 
and much of northern Michigan will - 
spend less of their own money for 
health care, starting October 1. 

This is the result of a two-year effort 
by Congressman Bob Davis to get the 
federal Health Care Financing Ad- 
ministration and Michigan Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield to change the 
“zoning” system for Michigan. 

Davis said the state is currently 
divided into three zones: the Detroit - 
metropolitan area, other urban areas 
and rural areas. 

With the exception of Emmet 
County and Grand Traverse County, 
northern Michigan was classified as 
rural, 

Because of this ranking, Davis said,

Carey’s talk is part of 
the hospital’s ob- 
servance of National 
Emergency Medical

The hospital staff 
encourages people in 
doubt about whether to 
go to the emergency 
room to call their family 
doctor first. A call to the 
emergency room ahead 
of arrival can also help 
determine whether the 
situation is an 
emergency. 

For example, it is not 
always necessary to 
rush to the hospital for a 
tetanus shot after 
stepping on a nail, 
hospital staff members 
Point out. Often the foot 
can be soaked until the 
patient can see a doctor 
in his office. 

This will save the 
patient the expense of 
paying for an emergency 
room visit, because 
most insurance policies 
do not cover such. minor 
puncture wounds. 

Kathy Boss, manager 
of patient services, also 
said patients should 
understand when they 
go to the emergency 
room they will be seen 
as quickly as possible on 
a priority basis. 

For example, she 
explained, a patient 
with chest pains and a 
suspected heart attack 
will be seen ahead of a 
patient with a broken 
arm.

Because of the three-zone system, 
Davis said, Medicare reimbursements 
in northern Michigan were often less 
than 60 percent of the actual medical - 
bills.
